That the Sacraments cannot.be lawfullie 
receiued, but by true aud liuely faith, it appea- 
reth fo2 one parte thereol, by this that S. John 
Baptiſt would that the Phariſes and Saduces 
ſhould bzing foozth fruits of amendement of life 
and repentance, befoze that they came to be bap 
tiZed,that is to ſay, waſhed. It is euident allo 
by that which Philip ſaid to the Ethiopian Eu-

That it falleth out that faith is litle x weak, 
although it be true and liuely, it is a thing pub⸗ 
liſhed ſufficiently by the Apoſkles, who pꝛaped 
fo2 the encreaſe ot their faith, and by our Loꝛzd, 
who after that he had declared to Simon, that 
Satan did deſire to ſift them meaning him and 
his companions)as coꝛne, told him afterward, 
that he had pꝛayed foꝛ him that his faith ſhould 
not faile, commanding him to confirme his bꝛe⸗ 
then, when he ſhould once be conuerted. Aher⸗ 
in cannot be found any mention oz meaning of 
verification, noz of vinification of their faith, 
becauſe it was already true and linely,but wel 
ofthe incrale and confirmation of the ſame, foz 
that it was in ſmal quantity and very great in- 
firmity.

ſelues, as S. Paule hath commaunded and en⸗ 
iopned euery one that commeth to the Lozds ta⸗ 


ble to doo: By the commaunding and inioyning 
of which pzooffe we haue reuealed vnto vs that 
a certaine time is pꝛeciſely limitted foy the re⸗ 
ceiuing of this Sacrament, which is the riper 
age of diſcret ion, and better aduilednes. TUher⸗ 
by we are in like manner taught that all thoſe, 
who keele not themlelues wel koztiſted with true 
and liuely faith ought to take good heede how 
they do communicate : but this is familtarlye 
knowne almoſt to all:and need not further to be 
repeated. 

Dur aduerlaries vſe many other kindes of 
ſophilmes againſt vs both about faith, and allo 
about the ſacraments; but we ſhall eaſily bꝛeak 
the backes ol them all, if we marke but the an⸗ 
ſweres and ſolutions made to them in this ſims 
ple Treatiſe,the which we haue contriued and 
compoſed ag ainſt theſe crafty cauillers, & can⸗ 
kered caluminatoꝛs. 

As {02 the fooliſh replies of theſe our enuious 
aduerſaries,who are become as it were enra⸗ 
ged & mad: it were not fo2 vs any wile to ſtand 
vpon, they are ſo diuilichly bent in abſurdity of 
opinion to maintaine their errours and to ouer⸗ 
thzow the trueth, that it were foꝛ vs to number 
the ſand of the ſea, to labour and dillwade them 
from their erronious opinions. But we ſhouly
